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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Alft et 
al. 6315062. 

Referring to claims 19, Alft discloses a method of evaluating a drilling or roof 
bolting operation using a drill head including a chuck for receiving and supporting a 
removable drilling element or roof bolt, comprising: sensing and generating an output 
signal representative of a first parameter of the drilling operation ( col. 1 0-line 66-col. 1 1 , 
line 8); and wirelessly transmitting the output signal to a receiver separate from the drill 
head ( when controller is at a remote location see col. 11, lines 5-8)). 

Referring to claims 20, Alft discloses controlling the feed rate or rotational speed 
of the drilling element based on the output signal ( col. 3, lines 64-66). 

Referring to claim 21, Alft disclose further including the steps of forming a 
plurality of boreholes using the drill head ( as the drill is used drill in different areas) and 
mapping earth conditions based on the output signals obtained during the forming step( 
(col. 41, lines 39-57). 
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Referring to claims 22, Alft discloses indicating when the output signal 
represents unfavorable drilling or operating conditions ( col. 11, lines 42-61). 

Referring to claim 23, Alft discloses regulating the drilling operation based on the 
output signal to maximize the penetration and minimize wear on the drilling element 
depending on the type of material encountered ( col. 44, lines 50-60).
